WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, 1904 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


[L. 8. | To the Inhabitants of the town of Brookfield 
qualified to vote in town affatis: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in said 
town on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten 
o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects : 


ART. I. . To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year or three years ensuing as the law requires. 


ART. II. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to. pay for breaking the 
roads for the year ending February 15, 1904. 


ART. III. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to pay for school supplies 
for the ensuing year. 


ART. IV. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for support of the public li- 
brary the ensuing year. 


ART. V. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for support of schools above 
that required by law the ensuing year. 


ART. VI. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to pay for repairing the 
highways and bridges the ensuing year. : 

ART. VII. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to pay for services of town 
officers the ensuing vear. 
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ART. VIII. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to defray the expenses of 
decorating soldiers’ graves the ensuing year. 


ART. IX. To see if the town will vote to have the 
town accounts printed and furnish each legal voter with a 
copy of the same, and if so, how much money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to pay tor the same. 


ART. X. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men to havea map of the highways of the town made in 
accordance with Chapter 133 of the laws passed January 
session, 1903, if required to do so by any state officer 
who has the authority to make such requirements, and if 
so, how much money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate to pay for the same. 

ART. XI. To see if the town will vote to change the 
present system of managing the highways and divide the 
town into districts, and if so, how many districts they 
will divide the town into. 


ART. XII. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting.

ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


A large sum of money, in proportion to the size of 
our town, and the limited means of obtaining income, 
has been expended for schooling the past year, we hope 
with some good and enduring benefit to part, if not all, 
of the pupils registered in town. Education at the pres- 
ent day is of an entirely different character from what it 
was half a century ago, not differing so much in the gen- 
eral principles as in the essentials. Text books in class 
work are, and should be, largely discarded for a more 
practical system of communication between teacher and 
scholar. The teacher should be thoroughly competent 
to elucidate every point in the lesson with a closed text 
book. On asking a very thorough and successful teach- 
er a few years ago if she confined herself in class recita- 
tions to the questions and answers as given in the text 
books. She replied, oh no! she did not want to fritter 
the time away in that way. And yet there is a standard 
in education. Civil Service has done much to establish 
a standard, and even brakemen on the railroad have to 
pass an examination for efficiency in their work. Much 
care should be exercised in the selection of teachers 
for ungraded school work, not only in regard to book 
qualifications, but in a thorough ability to impart knowl- 
edge to otbers in a practical manner, and at the same 
time all school teachers should possess the highest’ stand- 
ard of moral character. A writer of the past week, re- 
ferring to principles in the life of Washington, mentions 
three which should be thoroughly impressed upon the 
mind of every child and youth in the land. Ist. An 
unflinching regard for the truth. 2d. Making the best 
use of whatever environments surround aud attend us. 
And lastly, a fixed principle of lifelong integrity and de- 
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votion in every department of life to which we may be 
called. 

We need a deeper interest by parents in school work. 
Children need prompting and encouraging in regard to 
punctuality, perseverance and diligence. We suggest 
that parents turn over a new leaf, and where neglect has 
occupied the headline, write faithfulness. 

Six terms have been maintained the past year—three 
in spring, three in fall, ‘Four female teachers have been 
employed, Mrs. Quimby, Miss Orrell, Miss Fellows and 
Miss Avery. 

Length of schools, average, 22 weeks for the year. 
Whole amount expended, $461 41. Whole number of 
children enrolled Aug. 1, 1903, 64. Average amount 
expended for each pupil, $7 20.
